The scientific people say that the 


poison cells consist of, a little cap 
stile filled with an irritating liquid 
•Tina containing a spirally coiled fila- 
ment which has a lot of hooks upon 
it 
When tbe cell is touched, they 


say, the filament flies out lite a 
spring and tears the skin, and at the 
same time carries out the poison 
with it. What one notices is that 
every pore of tho afflicted skin 
swells up -until the part looks like 
goose flesh, and from each pore is 
exuded a copious supply of clear 
water. 
This often- continues for 


many hours after leaving the water. 


vVhat the observant Jerseyman 


first noticed that led to his final ex- 
periments was the curious effect 
which fresh water has upon these 
salt water jellyfishes. He gathered 
a lot of them up one day, one by 
one* in a shrimp net and gently de- 
posited them in the cold fresh water 
of one of his ornamental ponds. 
The jellyfishes were got into fie 
fresh water without being broken 
or injured in any way, but before 
they could even float out into their 
proper form they were dead and 
had turned white, as if they were of 
albumen and had been boiled. The 
tentacles, which in salt water re- 
main poisonous even when broken 
off, were no longer so. 


Then it occurred to tho Jeraoyman 


that possibly tha irritating poison 
which thej' exude might depend for 
its effect upon being in salt water. 
The nest time he went bathing ho 
toot along a pnil of frosh water and 
sought occasion to be stung. The 
poison was allowed -to work xiritil his 
bath was finished, Then the affect- 
ed part was washed in tbe fresh 
water. Tbo stinging ceased almost 
instsmtly and did not recur. 


Upon another occasion tbo poison 


was loft to work for several hours, 
and the exudation of water from tbe 
irritated pores WHS so great as to 
fnirly souk rt onft from n sting on 
the wrist 'and to wet a collar from a 
.sting on tbo nock. One frosh wat- 
er application cured tbe stiugs at 
once.—Kcw York Sun, 


Domestic IJle of the First Consul. 


Much of the same i-olicy was still 


displayed in the official receptions 
hold in the Tuileries. In tbe first 
place, the domestic life of the Bona- 
partes was carefully accented by tbe 
presence of the first consul's wife 
and sisters with their families.

Of course there must 
be ceremonial, and on high occasions 
the great officers of state, with the 
diplomatic corps, were arrayed in a 
circle like that customary in courts 
from immemorial times. But these 
latter personages, grand as they 
were, had to put up with much the 
same treatment from tbefirst consul 
while making bis rounds as that 
•which his relatives, his state and 
military officials and the plain pep-i 
pie of France trenernlly received a

iujijiranis fur turning out quick- 


ly and iu good shupa a largo nnmbw 
of pictures. But bis store or studio 
is either 0:1 a ^Jdo street or up stairs 
on a thoroughfare the passcrsby on 
which have little money to spend 
for photographs. So he enters into 
au arrangement with perhaps half a 
dozen young photographers who 
may be temporarily out of employ 
ruenr, and wlio are willing to earn 
an honest dollar, and each of these 
he fits out with a kit of photograph- 
ic materials at the studio. Tht»y 
stare on a clear morning on their 
daily rounds, carrying under one 
arm tbo photographic apparatus and 
under tbe other the stand upon 
which the camera rests. 


The eatJt costs tho itinerant pho- 


tographer nothing, for it is borrowed 
property. When he sees standing in 
a doorway or entrance to a store or 
in a park or rear a public building 
an individual or group of individ- 
uals who might be willing to pay for 
photographs, he begins negotiations 
and agrees usually to take a photo- 
graph OB trial. Tlio OaLuura is pul 
in position, and tbe portrait or 
group is taken and a memorandum is 
made of the location. Then the pho- 
tographer proceeds on his way to 
take another portrait or group, and 
so continues until nightfall. 


Then he turns over the photo- 


graphs to the studio owner, who fin- 
ishes them off, and a low days later 
tbe itinerant man pays another 
visit to the neighborhood, and show- 
ing the proofs arranges for the sale 
of so many copies as are desired. 
Whore these have been regularly or- 
dered the sale is usually effected. In 
cases where tho photographer took 
the picture at his own risk he £ 
an order only if the pictures are 
satisfactory, or, it may perhaps be 
better said, if they are flattering, 
for it is a well known fact among 
photographers, as among others, 
that a "good picture" or "a picture 
which does one justice," so called, 
is really one which puts tbe linea- 
ments of tbe individual in favorable 
or flattering aspect, whereas a poor 
or unsatisfactory picture is oi.e 
which either represents thorn as they 
are or less attractive than they 
think themselves. 


The usual basis of division be- 


tween tbe boss photographer at his 
studio and the itinerant photogra- 
pher is half and half. One secures 
the customer, takes the picture and 
collects the money; the other com- 
pletes tbe picture and mounts it. 
They divide" the proceeds equally. 
Photographers, even tbe humble 
sidewalk artists who wander about 
town seeking casual trade, depend 
very largely for their success upon 
a streak of vanity which is almost 
universal. 
There are few persons, 


either men or women, who do not ] 
like to have their pictures token,' 
though in the majority of cases few 
of them would think of going to the 
trouble or expense of visiting a pho- 
tographic studio unless they desire

The object ur«ed against snbsoiling in 


the past has been the additional labor 
requirr-fl, the ground being practically 
plowed twice. But, inventors aud manu- 
facturer? have not been idle, and seeing 
that the necessity has arisen, and that.a 
demand wcnld follow for subsoil plows, 
a combined stirring and subsoil plow 
is now being placed npon the market. 
As explained in the Iowa Homestead, 
already quoted, the subsoil attachment 
is secured to the sulky or gang plow, 
with one plow removed, in such u man- 
ner as to run in the bottom of the pre 
ceding furrow, loosening the soil to tLe 
desired depth. The stirring plow fol- 
lowing covers the loosened soil at once, 
and the horses are thus prevented from

the large tarms, where hundreds and 
even thousands of acres are put in one 
field, the land is not plowed to prepare 
it for seed]?'?. All that it gets is a thor- 
ough cultivation to the depth of three 
or lor.r inches by a series of gaugplows, 
which tmn 'iireo <?r more fnnows every 
time thp t-jani cro-ses the field. This 
saves Bspensc, bur it subjects the crop 
to seriou.- risks if the season is dry. 
Tlieie it nnue too much water any yea"" 
in ihe region where most of the spring 
•whp-.ir is grown, and the shallow culti- 
vation docs not provide any leservoir of 
^a:eriu case of need. This also ex- 
plains whv even in a good year spring 
wheat crop' very rarely reach 20 bushels 
per acre. As the soil loses fertility by 
successive cioppiug the yield rapidly 
lessens, until it becomes too little to pay 
for even the negligent preparation the 


Bottline Cider. 


Cider may be bottled after the vinorts 


fermentation is ended, bnt preferably 
after sis or eight weeks' ripening of the 
liquor. It may be bottled as "still" or 
"sparkling" cider. In the former case 
it is "pasteurized." The cider is first 
filtered through flannel, then bottled 
and placed in a vessel of water, which is 
heated to not less than 140 degrees nor 
more than 160 degrees, kept so about 35 
minutes, then allowed gradually to cocl 
aud the bottles laid away on their sides. 
For sparkling cider there is added rock 
candy or refined sugar—four ounces per 
gallon—to cider not pasteurized, bnt 
suf- 


ficiently ripened. 
After corking and 


wiring it should bp placed in a cellar, 
of cool, even temperature..

Mr. Jury saw the Danaher boy lying 
on the end of the ties on the opposite 
side ol the cars, with one leg across 
the rail. The yardmaster signaled 
the engineer to stop and then sprang 
to assist the boy, who was by this 
time trying to crawl from beneath 
the train. He had talien with his 
right leg across the rail and the
